Vigour, one of three ships on which 
Britain returned the refugees from 
Palestine after overtaking their un- 
certified Immigration ship, the Ex- 
odus 1947.

France for Palestine July 10. The 
two remaining transports are due 
to unload tomorrow and Wednes- 
day. 
A reporter who witnessed the 


evacuation operation below decks 
estimated that "one In seven" of 
the Ocean Vigour's passengers had 
to be removed with some degree 
of physical pressure. Correspond- 
ents on the dock agreed they had 
leen at least 50 Jews manhandled 
on the gangpls-nks, with the action 
against them ranging from club- 
bing to pushing and carrying them 
bodily.Violence Delayed Hours.
